Calling attention to the fact that

It is, of course, a 
misleading term, for we are all 
modern, as compared with the 


craftsmen of 200 years ago. but 
some of us are sane."

Judged by its 
food habits, the starling is consider- 
ed the economic superior of these 
birds as -well as of the redwinged 
blackbird, flicker, grackle, cowbird 
arid English sparrow. 


Eugene Schieffelin, who success- 


fully introduced the English spar- 
row, brought this bird here also. In 
1890 and 1891 120 birds were releas- 
ed in Central park, New York City 
and from these few the millions and 
millions of successors originated. 
Twenty years later .they were con- 
fined almost entirely to New ITork 
and the New England States.

Exctte Much Interest 


When I came acre in the fall of 


1933 the birds were present, but 
ionly in small numbers.

By that time 
the birds were beginning -to ex- 
cite a good deal of interest and I 
had phone calls daily describing 
them. I can still remember the 
excited voices ov-r the phone; Tve 
just seen a new bird, it's black and 
glossy, has a short tail and a long 
yellow bilL" 


One inquirer from Seymour even 


sent me jrTive bird in a shoe box. 
I guessed what it might contain ev- 
en btfore opening the box, and as 
soon as I opened the cover a little 
and saw that- oft-described "long 
yellow bill" poking out, my suspic- 
ions were confirmed. In those days 
we all enjoyed watching the birds 
walking about as they picked up 
grubs and bugs from the ground; 
wheeling about in their massed aer- 
ial maneuvers, or listening to them 
creak and whistle as they perch- 
ed on trees. 


I'had read about the nuisances 


they made of themselves in cities 
when at nightfall they crowded to- 
gether on buildings,, trees, or other 
suitable roosting" spots, filling the 
air with iheir noises and stench but 
I had never expected them to be 
so numerous in my lifetime that I 
could witness similar sights. These 
nightly gatherings are more com- 
mon in winter than in summer, be- 
cause the birds flcfck to the cities 
for warmth at night but spend the 
days in scouring the countryside 
for food. 


Stopped Migrations 


To the ornithologist one of the 


most interesting things about the 
starling is the fact that it stopped 
it- seasonal migrations when it was 
brought to this country. The birds 
which were introduced here came 
from northern Europe, a race that 
migrated to the 
Mediterranean 


countries each fall. So far here there 
is no definite seasonal migration 
but some authorities believe there is 
a tendency "towards this movement 


It is true that in spring and faH 


they flock and wander more than 
during other seasons and perhaps 
in time they will adopt migratory 
habits like those of many of our 
other birds. If this happens, the 
night roosting problem will be- at 
least partially solved. 
Although 


starlings are not protected in the 
state, most authorities believe that 
control through a bounty system is 
not wise. The editor of "Bird-Lore" 
says: 


"The mischief of their introduc- 


tion once done, the starlings, like 
a cold in the head, are going to 
run their course.

West opened the heart jack, for 


which declarer should have been 
profoundly grateful, inasmuch as 
a diamond lead would have made 
the contract, impossible of fulfill- 
ment Naturally, this is not a cri- 
ticism of West's choice. From his 
point of view, the heart lead was 
safer, 
and equally 
constructive. 


Dummy's heart queen was put up 
and the club jack was led. West 
won and, having" found no encour- 
agement in the heart suit, prompt- 
ly shifted to a low diamond. De- 
clarer studied for a long time 
whether to put up the ace and de- 
pend on a spade break that would 
permit him to discard a diamond, 
or to let the diamond lead ride to 
the queen in the hope that West 
had led away from the king. As 
declarer later explained to his dis- 
gusted partner, he had been drilled 
in the fact that with six cards miss- 
ing (as in the spade suit) a 3-3 
break is improbable (approximate- 
ly 2-1 against). Hence, since there 
was just as much chance that West 
had the diamond king as that East 
had that card, the finesse appeared 
more attractive. Whatever his rea- 
soning, declarer 
actually played 


low from dummy on West's dia- 
mond lead and, when East hopped 
up with the king, saw his slam 
melt away. 


Declarer's figures had been ac- 


curate but they had not gone near- 
ly far enough. 
There were two 


more important considerations that 
he had missed entirely. It was a 
fact that he could not expect a 3-3 
break of the spade suit and that, 
mathematically speaking, there 
was a 50 per cent chance of West's 
holding the diamond king. What 
he ignored, however, was that 
West's deliberate lead of a dia- 
mond was at least partial evidence 
that he did not have the Mng; if 
he had held that card, a lead away 
from it might well be fatal. This 
psychological consideration, how- 
ever, was not the most important 
one. The real reason that declarer 
should have gone right up with 
dummy's diamond ace was this: De- 
clarer could count four trump 
tricks, three hearts, three spades, 
and one diamond. If the spade suit 
broke 3-3 he would be able to dis- 
card his losing diamond. But even 
if it did not, he still could make 
his contract if the same defender 
who had four or more spades also 
held the diamond king. The com- 
bination of these possibilities (the 
3-3 break, plus the, contingency 
just described) made the play of 
the diamond ace infinitely superior 
to an attempted finesse. 


It will be observed that, although 


the spade suit did not break, the 
play of the diamond ace would have 
succeeded. After winning with the 
ace, declarer runs all his clubs and 
his two additional hearts, keeping 
dummy's spade suit intact At the 
point where declarer reduces to 
three spades and the diamond 
queen, East gets into irremediable 
difficulty. 
He cannot hold four 


spades and the 
diamond king. 


Whatever he lets go, declarer can 
take the rest of the tricks. If East 
discards the diamond king, declar- 
er can cash the queen; if East lets 
go a spade, dummy's fourth spade 
becomes good.

ENGLISH ROBINS 


Among my friends in 
foreign 


lands is a widely known English ar- 
tist, Frank C. Pape. He draws pic- 
tures which are printed in books, 
and also makes some of the pictures 
published in our department. 


Recently Mr. Pape sent me an in-, 


teresting letter, telling about Eng- \ 
land's "robin redbreast." Here is 
what he says:

"I believe you do not have the 


same kind of "robin redbreast' as 
we have in England. Your robin be- 
l 
- 


longs to the thrush family v/hile 
ours is a -warbler. 


"Robin redbreast is by far the 


most popular bird in England, and 
many stories and nursery rhymes 
have been written about himt like 
this one: 'Who killed Cock Robin?' 
1,' said the sparrow, "with my bow 
'and arrow.'. 


"Our robin is a little fellow with 


an. orange-red breast, and a pale 
brown coat above. He is the tamest 
and 'cheekiest" of the birds of the 
British Isles. I often have one sit- 
ting on my spade when I dig in the 
garden. They like "earthworms, and 
always seem to smell the newly- 
turned earth. Nobody dreams of 
hurting them, so they have become 
extremely tame. 


- "The robin redbreasts often build 
nests in letter-boxes! 
They have 


been known to nest in railway loco- 
motives. 
' 


"When we lived in Southborough, 
we -had a robin that used to come 
into the breakfast room every morn- 
ing. He would come at the same 
time each day, and would announce 
his presence with a chirp. Then he 
would hop about the table, helping 
himself to anything he found. 


"The old-fashioned British Christ^ 


mas cards, used to show a robin in 
a snow scene, with holly leaves and 
pealing bells.

."Once, when a robin built a nest 


in a public maS. box, the people of 
the district got up a petition. They 
asked the postoffice- department to 
put another box nearby, until the' 
birds were through nesting, and this 
was done!

It is true that the British rbfoin dif- 
fers a, good deal from our robin. 
Early English settlers were sorry to , 
miss their old friend, the redbreast, 
when they came to, this continent, 
.but they found a larger bird, a 
thrush with a reddish breast, to take 
its place, and gave it the name of- 
"robin."
